This update to the AppleCD SC™ package includes the CD-ROM 
Explorer™ disc and the Apple IIGS CD Setup disk for Apple IIGs® 
computers. ; 


The CD-ROM Explorer disc 


The CD-ROM Explorer disc contains samples of the kinds of 
applications and information you'll find on CD-ROM discs. Start it 
up according to the instructions in the CD-ROM Explorer disc case. 


The CD-ROM Explorer is a self-starting disc. When you're ready 


to use the CD-ROM Explorer, put it into the CD caddy and 
insert it into your AppleCD SC. Then restart your computer with 
the AppleCD SC as your startup drive. (See the owner’s guide 
that came with your computer for instructions on setting the 
startup drive.) Do not start up the CD-ROM Explorer using a 
GS$/OS startup disk. The CD-ROM Explorer disc isn’t designed to 
run under the GS/OS operating system. 


The Apple li¢s CD Setup disk 


The Apple IIGS CD Setup disk is a new version of the Apple II CD 
Setup disk that came with your AppleCD SC. The Apple ics CD 
Setup disk uses GS/OS and is designed to be used as a startup disk for 
CD-ROM discs that use the ISO 9660/High Sierra file system. 


As discussed in the AppleCD SC Owner's Guide, ISO/High Sierra is a 
standard system for organizing the information on CD-ROM discs. 
A disc that conforms to this standard can be accessed from a variety 
of different computers including Macintosh® and Apple® I 
computers. The retrieval software needs to be customized for the 
operating system of a particular type of computer, but a CD-ROM 
disc that uses the ISO/High Sierra file system does not. 


If you want to use ISO/High Sierra CD-ROM discs with your own 
GS/OS startup disk, you need to install the CD-ROM file system 
translator on your startup disk. You can do so using the Installer 
provided with the Apple IIGS System Disk, version 4.0 or later, 
available from your authorized Apple dealer. Instructions for using 
the Installer are provided with the System disk. 


Applications running under ProDOS® can also access the 
information on ISO/High Sierra discs, but they must be specifically 
designed to do so. If you’re using ISO/High Sierra discs under 
ProDOS, follow the instructions that came with the disc. No special 
setup is required. . | 
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
